Love cannot be bought from the G.P., a specialist, 
psychiatrist or over the druggist counter. Love is a gift from 
Allah. You can only love someone, and someone can only 
love you if Allah so wills. Therefore, be obedient to Allah, 
Most High, and love Him dearly, and everyone will begin to 
love you. 


In this modern, dynamic scientific and space age, despite 
' having all the means and comfort at our disposal. Like a 

nice little vehicle, hot water, warm clothing and a warm 
cosy musjid with central heating, and all the other ficilities 
which our pious predecessors did not enjoy. Yet we do not 
perform all our Salaah in the Musjid with Jamaa’ah. We are 
more concerned about our personal comforts and luxury, 
instead of our duties and ibaadah.

(Sallallahu Alayhi Wasallam) said: “‘The person who loves 
that Allah protects his Imaan until he meets Allah on the 
Day of Qiyaamah, than he should read every evening after 
the sunnah of maghrib, two rakaats before talking to 
anyone. He must read in each rakaat, suratul-fatihaah 
once, and suratul-falaq and naas once. Verily Allah will 
safeguard his Imaan until he meets Allah on the Day of 
Qiyaamah.”’
